Gentlemen, 

The  Public  Libraries  Committee  have  the 
honour  to  submit  their  Twentieth  Annual  Report 
for  the  year  ending  31st  March,  1913. 

LOANS. 

In  the  last  report  reference  was  made  to  the 
loan  for  the  new  building.  We  are  now  in  a  position 
to  report  that  the  necessary  sanctions  were  obtained 
for  £7,000  for  the  building,  *£1,320  for  the  land,  and 
£1,056  for  the  furniture.  The  total  annual  charge 
on  the  Library  Rate  for  the  repayment  of  these  loans 
with  interest,  local  rates,  and  rent  for  temporary 
premises  at  Westbourne  amount  to  £713  14s.  4d. 

INCOME  TAX. 

As  a  result  of  an  appeal  for  exemption  under  the 
Income  Tax  Act,  1842  (5  and  6  Vict.,  Cap.  35),  the 
Commissioners  refunded  three  years'  payments 
made  for  Boscombe,  Springbourne,  and  Winton 
amounting  to  £25  5s.  lOd.  This  satisfactory  result 
will  benefit  the  f  unds  of  the  Committee  by  over  £28 
per  annum  for  the  future  as  the  exemption  applies 
to  the  four  libraries  in  permanent  buildings,  and 
wrhere  there  is  no  one  residing  on  the  premises. 

— 'By  mutual  arrangement  this  figure  has  been  increased  tu  £1,500 
since  the  date  of  this  Report. 
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LIBRARY  RATE. 

Another  matter  of  vital  importance  to  this  Com- 
mittee has  been  successfully  arranged,  namely,  the 
question  relating  to  the  product  of  the  penny  rate. 
During  the  past  year,  and  for  the  future,  the  net  pro- 
duct of  the  rate  will  be  transferred  for  library  pur- 
poses. It  has  usually  happened  that  the  rate  has  pro- 
duced more  than  it  was  anticipated  to  produce,  but 
without  the  full  corresponding  addition  to  the 
Libraries  account.  By  an  amicable  arrangement 
with  the  Overseers  the  difficulties  in  the  way  have 
been  surmounted,  and  the  thanks  of  the  Committee 
are  due  to  those  gentlemen  and  the  Finance  Com- 
mittee, and  also  to  the  Town  Clerk  for  his  inestim- 
able assistance  in  bringing  this  question  to  a  satis- 
factory conclusion. 

OLD  PREMISES. 

The  removal  of  the  stock  and  fixtures  from 
Stanhope  Gardens  was  successfully  and  expedi- 
tiously accomplished  without  a  hitch,  and  the  work 
of  re-organisation  of  the  various  departments  in  the 
new  building  carried  through  in  four  weeks.  It 
was  found  to  be  possible  to  give  readers  access  to 
the  newspapers  and  periodicals  in  the  old  premises 
right  up  to  the  eve  of  the  opening  in  the  new  build- 
ing, and  it  is  believed  this  arrangement  met  with 
general  satisfaction. 

The  question  relating  to  reinstatement  after  re- 
linquishing these  premises  has  not  yet  been  satis- 
factorily arranged,  but  the  Committee  are  hopeful 
that  no  charge  will  be  made  on  the  limited  resources 
of  the  Library  for  replacing  the  structural  altera- 
tions which  they  paid  for  when  they  became  tenants 
in  1901,  and  which  should  rightly  have  been  an 
expense  borne  by  the  Council  as  owners  of  the  pro- 
perty and  included  in  the  rent  charge. 
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NEW  CENTRAL  LIBRARY. 

The  new  and  permanent  building  for  which  the 
Committee  and  the  ratepayers  have  for  so  many 
years  patiently  waited  was  officially  opened  by  the 
Mayor  (Alderman  H.  S.  McCalmont  Hill,  D.C.L.) 
on  Wednesday,  the  26th  March,  and  he  was  accom- 
panied by  the  Mayoress,  the  Members  of  the  Coun- 
cil, and  a  number  of  invited  guests.  The  ceremonv 
in  connection  with  the  Opening  took  place  in  the 
Reference  Library,  which  was  adapted  for  the  time 
being.  Prior  to  this  ceremony  the  Mayor  borrowed 
the  first  book  from  the  Lending  Library  (Walter 
Pater's  "Appreciations"),  and  afterwards  in- 
spected the  department.  The  "  John  B.  M.  Camm 
Music  Library  "  was  next  opened,  and  on  the  com- 
pany assembling  the  Mayoress  unveiled  a  life-size 
portrait  (head  and  shoulders)  of  Mr.  Camm,  the  gift 
of  Councillor  R.  Y.  Banks.  A  quartet  by  Brahms 
was  then  sung,  and  a  bouquet  of  roses  having  been 
presented  to  the  Mayoress  the  company  adjourned 
to  the  Speech  Room.  Tea  was  afterwards  given  by 
the  Mayor  and  served  in  the  Magazine  Room. 

The  whole  building  was  opened  to  the  public 
on  the  next  day,  and  it  is  pleasing  to  record  that 
every  department  was  in  complete  readiness  for  the 
various  parts  of  work  they  were  designed  to  be  put 
to. 

WESTBOURNE. 

It  is  with  considerable  regret  that  we  once  more 
report  that  no  opportunity  has  presented  itself  to 
secure  Mr.  Carnegie's  offer  of  £2,000  for  a  branch 
library  for  Westbourne.  The  Committee,  as  on  so 
many  other  occasions,  ask  the  Council  to  help  them 
out  of  this  difficulty,  as  the  need  for  a  permanent 
building  is  becoming  more  and  more  an  urgent 
necessity  to  do  simple  justice  to  the  ratepayers  in 
that  part  of  the  Borough.  As  the  Council  are  aware, 


under  the  conditions  of  Mr.  Carnegie's  offer,  a  site 
must  be  given  either  by  the  local  authority  or  pur- 
chased without  any  charge  being  made  to  the 
Library  Rate. 

LIBRARY  ASSOCIATION. 

At  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Library  Associa- 
tion, held  at  Liverpool  last  September  the  Chairman 
conveyed  the  invitation  of  the  County  Borough 
Council  for  the  Association  to  hold  its  Conference  in 
Bournemouth  in  1913,  which  was  cordially  and 
enthusiastically  received.  On  this  matter  being 
reported  to  the  Committee  it  was  unanimously 
agreed  that  in.  future  the  Chairman  for  the  time 
being  should  attend  the  Annual  Meetings  with  the 
Chief  Librarian,  at  the  expense  of  the  Library. 

In  connection  with  the  forthcoming  Annual 
Meeting  four  members  of  the  Council  were  ap- 
pointed to  act  in.  conjunction  with  four  members  of 
the  Libraries  Committee  to  serve  as  the  Local  Re- 
ception Committee.  The  appointments  made  were : 
The  Mayor,  the  Deputy  Mayor,  Alderman  Young- 
man,  Alderman  Mate,  the  Chairman  of  the  Public 
Libraries  Committee,  the  Vice -Chairman,  Rev.  J. 
D.  Jones,  Mr.  C.  J.  Whitting. 

SUBJECT  INDEX. 

To  coincide  with  the  Opening  of  the  Central 
Library  some  printed  guide  to  the  contents  of  the 
J  ,en (1  i  ng  Department  was  necessary,  but  which  need 
not  be  of  an  expensive  or  cumbrous  nature.  It  was 
therefore  decided  to  issue  a  "  Subject  Index"  and 
reclassify  the  stock  on  the  system  known  as  Brown' s 
;'  Subject  Classification,"  which  work  was  duly  ac- 
complished and  published  in  time  for  the  Opening 
('(  lemony.  While  not  giving  all  the  particulars 
usually  incorporated  in  Library  catalogues  the  plan 
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adopted  serves  as  an  excellent  index  to  the  books 
and  is  really  all  that  is  necessary  in  a  well  classified 
Open  Access  Library. 

REFERENCE  LIBRARY. 

Realising  that  the  department  of  most  perman- 
ent value  would  require  considerable  additions 
when  housed  in  the  new  building  the  Committee 
decided  to  allocate  the  principal  part  of  their  esti- 
mate for  books  in  the  past  year  to  the  purchase  of 
standard  works  of  reference,  aiming  not  so  much  to 
acquire  a  large  stock  but  rather  a  collection  of 
thoroughly  representative  and  real  works  of  refer- 
ence, all  of  a  more  or  less  expensive  nature.  Lists 
were  prepared  covering  every  phase  of  literature, 
and,  except  in  cases  of  newer  additions,  or  later  and 
better  works,  the  books  on  the  lists  will  serve  as  a 
basis  for  addition,  and  when  purchased  the  Refer- 
ence Library  w^ill,  it  is  hoped,  contain  10,000 
volumes  of  the  very  best  and  most  useful  reference 
books,  and  be  of  great  practical  value  to  students. 
A  specialist's  library  is  not  aimed  at,  but  rather  the 
formation  of  a  collection,  of  books  of  most  help  to  the 
ordinary  Reference  Library  worker,  and  give  him 
an  opportunity  to  consult  the  best  works  obtainable 
on  every  conceivable  topic  likely  to  be  of  practical 
value.  It  should  be  mentioned  that  this  depart- 
ment also  was  entirely  reclassified,  and  catalogue 
cards  written,  which  are  displayed  in  special 
cabinets. 

BOOKS  FOR  THE  BLIND. 

The  Library  contains  327  vols,  of  works  in  the 
Braille  and  Moon  types  which  are  lent  in  batches  to 
the  local  Blind  Aid  Society,  whose  members  distri- 
bute them  to  the  blind  readers  of  the  Borough.  The 
Committee,  to  help  those  suffering  from  the  terrible 
affliction  of  blindness,  decided  to  subscribe  to  the 
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National  Lending  Library  for  the  Blind,  who  in  re- 
turn for  a  small  annual  payment  distribute  on  loan 
works  of  a  newer  and  more  up  to  date  character 
than  those  possessed  by  the  committee. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  a  report  is  to  be 
presented  at  the  Library  Association  Annual  Meet- 
ing in  September  on  the  whole  question  of  literature 
for  the  blind  and  its  relation  to  Public  and  Subscrip- 
tion Libraries.  It  is  anticipated  that  the  report  will 
be  of  considerable  interest  to  blind  people  as  well  as 
Library  Authorities  owning  books  for  the  blind. 

STOCK. 

During  the  year  3,420  volumes  were  added — 
nearly  all  by  purchase — bringing  the  total  stock  up 
to  the  large  number  of  44,912  volumes.  In  addition 
there  are — approximately — 4,100  musical  works 
and  pieces  in  the  John  B.  M.  Camm  Music  Refer- 
ence Library. 

BORROWERS. 

There  are  11,568  borrowers,  as  well  as  1,643 
with  Students'  extra  tickets  for  the  use  of  non- 
fiction  only. 

ISSUES. 

Due  principally  to  the  work  of  the  Central 
Library  being  suspended  for  four  weeks  during  re- 
moval the  aggregate  issues  show  a  decrease  of 
25,493.  The  total  issue  of  350,148  is,  however,  a  huge 
one,  and  compares  most  favourablv  with  other 
towns;  indeed,  we  believe  that  the  percentage  of 
borrowers  and  books  issued,  in  comparison  with  the 
population,  is  unique  in  this  country. 

DONATIONS. 

During  the  year  many  valuable  donations  have 
been  received,  which  are  set  out  on  another  page. 
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It  is  our  duty,  however,  to  specially  mention  here 
that  Mr.  John  B.  M.  Camm  continues  to  place  the 
town  under  an  obligation  to  him  for  his  recent  con- 
tributions to  the  already  generous  gift  of  his  Music 
Library.  During  the  past  winter  he  has  given 
bound  copies  of  the  orchestral  scores  of  the  new 
works  performed  at  the  Winter  Gardens,  as  well  as 
numberless  additions  to  the  musical  literature  sec- 
tion; also  a  framed  picture  of  the  "Beethoven 
Sonata." 

DEATH  OF  ALDERMAN  SHEPPARD. 

It  is  our  sad  duty  to  record  the  loss  by  death  of 
an  esteemed  colleague,  Alderman  Sheppard,  who 
was  a  member  of  the  Committee  for  five  years,  and 
took  an  active  part  in  the  work  of  the  Finance  and 
General  Purposes  Committee  of  which  he  was  a 
valued  member.

The  Committee  wish  to  record  their  very  high 
appreciation  of  the  continued  smooth  working  of 
the  Staff,  particularly  during  the  trying  time  of  re- 
moval from  the  old  to  the  new  Library.  They  also 
think  that  great  credit  is  due  to  the  Chief  Librarian 
for  the  manner  in  which  the  wrhole  of  the  work  was 
organised  and  carried  through.  ¥/ith  the  cheerful 
co-operation  of  the  Staff  he  was  able  to  keep  faith 
with  the  public,  who  were  given  access  to  the  new 
building  in  the  minimum  amount  of  time.
